It was originally intended to give 
each of the allotees 80 acres of land, 
but upon investigation it was found 
lhat there were only 32,000 acres 
left on the reservation for allotment 
among 545 applicants. It was then 
decided to divide the land equally 
giving each one 5i52 acres. 
The Indians have now risen in an- 
ger and are demanding-their 
full 
rights according to the original 
'agreement. It is maintained by the 
Indians that the act-passed by con- 
gress provided that the allottment 
should be made accenting to pro- 
visions made in the original treaty 
of 1851 under which each allottee 
was to receive 80 acres.
